How  to  Plant  and  Raise  Flowering  Bulbs  in  Pots 

The  most  fascinating,  desirable  and  easiest  flower  to  grow  in  pots  for  winter  blooms 
inside  or  early  spring  flowers  in  the  yard.  TouTl  be  successful  if  you  follow  our  suggestions- 


Get  a dozen  inexpensive  Bulb  pans  or  pots, 
fill  with  rich  sandy  loam,  and  plant  one  to 
three  bulbs  in  each.  Pots  are  better  than 
boxes  for  inside. 

You  can  grow  Hyacinths  and  Narcissus  in 
water  in  bulb  vases  or  fancy  dishes. 

Making  the  Roots  Grow 

After  planting  in  soil  or  bulb  fibre,  water 
well  and  set  away  in  a cool,  dark  cellar  or 
closet  for  four  to  six  weeks  to  make  the 
roots  grow.  Good  roots  are  very  necessary 
to  produce  choice  blooms. 


If  you  leave  the  bulbs  in  the  light,  the 
tops  grow  before  the  roots,  thereby  making 
poor  flowers. 


Watch  the  Transformation 
“from  brown  bulbs  into  beautiful  flowering 
plants.” 

After  the  bulbs  have  made  good  roots, 
bring  up  two  or  three  pots  at  a time,  and 
set  in  a warm,  sunny  window  to  produce  top 
growth.  Water  well  with  lukewarm  water 
and  don’t  let  them  dry  out.  Insects  do  not 
trouble  flowering  bulbs.

Put 
enough  fancy  pebbles,  coarse  gravel, 
small  rocks  or  shells  around  them  to  keep 
them  from  falling  over;  fill  the  dish  with 
water  and  set  in  a dark,  cool  place,  until 
the  roots  start  freely,  then  bring  them  to 
the  light  and  keep  in  an  ordinary  living 
room.

Hints  on  Planting  and  Care  of  EverTiearing 
Strawberries 

There  is  no  mystery  about  these  new  ever- 
bearing  plants  and  it  is  just  as  natural  for 
them  to  grow  and  fruit  all  summer  and  fall 
as  it  is  for  the  common  varieties  not  to  do 
so.  The  plants  are  set  and  cared  for  the 
same  as  the  ordinary  spring  varieties.  For 
the  largest  yield  of  big  berries  we  like  the 
Hill  system  the  better  and  especially  so 
where  grounds  are  limited  in  size.  For  in- 
stance, a rod  square  bed  with  plants  set  18 
inches  apart  in  row  and  with  rows  20  inches 
apart  will  take  just  110  plants.  Pick  off  all 
blossom  stems  as  they  appear  for  the  first 
four  weeks  and  also  cut  off  all  runner  leads 
as  they  appear.  This  causes  the  mother  plant 
to  throw  up  new  crowns,  which  means  more 
fruit  stems  and  more  and  more  berries. 

A good  way  is  to  set  a new  bed  about  every 
two  years  or  so,  depending  on  conditions. 
By  setting  a new  bed  each  spring,  you  are 
sure  of  having  an  abundance  of  fine,  big 
berries. 

In  order  to  get  a continuous  and  large  crop 
of  large  berries  all  summer  long  and  a big 
crop  in  the  fall,  everbearing  plants  need 
water  and  plenty  of  it.  A thorough  sprink- 
ling or  irrigation  once  a week  is  better  than 
a light  watering  every  day, 

A mulch  of  clean  straw,  grass  or  hay  be- 
tween the  rows  or  around  the  plants  during 
the  fruit'ng  season  will  keep  the  berries  clean 
and  free  of  dirt  and  help  greatly  to  preserve 
the  moisture  in  the  ground.  Don’t  forget 
this.
